record shows events where God per- 
mitted bloodshed and the destruction 
of enemies of the Israelitish faith, the 
whole Book is to be questioned as to 
the truth of its statements; and we 
are assured that in any case of con- 
flict between the modern mind and 
the Word of God, between the theories 
and guesses of the modern scientist 
and the Word of God, the modern 
mind and the scientist are to be re- 
spected and believed and the Bible 
thrown aside. We can readily see 
that this clears the way for their 
future statement of belief and makes 
it possible to openly deny the plain 
statements of the Bible because they 
have already shown that the reporters 
of the events recorded in the Bible are 
unreliable, untruthful men who, in 
order to heighten the effect, added to 
the actual event that occurred, mater- 
ial that might have the desired effect 
or, in plain Anglo Saxon, just lied 
about these events, 


If the belief of the Modernist con- 
cerning the Bible is true, then we have 
absolutely no foundation for our 
Christian faith and, in the words of 
Paul, “We are of all men most mis- 
erable.” 

The expressed belief of the Modern- 
ist concerning the Virgin Birth is that 
in order to defend the character of 
Mary, this story of her conception by 
the Holy Ghost was invented, but 
that the facts plainly stated are, that 
Jesus was an illegitimate child whose 
father was either a renegade Roman 
soldier or possibly Joseph; and then 
in defense of the position, they go 
on to say that the matter of birth 
does not detract, if the after life is 
successful; and proceed to show that 
Jesus was a good man—in fact a 
very remarkable man, but a man, 
only. Fosdick says that “Christ is 
the final expression of that divinity 
which is common to us all;” and since 
to all of us, was in Judas who be- 
trayed Him, in the thief who railed 
upon Him, and in every thug, bum 
and murderer known from that time 
to this, 

We wish to express ourselves as 
being very emphatically opposed to 
the statement that it does not matter 
about the parentage of Christ. If 
He were not the Son of God, con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost and born of 
the Virgin Mary, then He has no more 
power nor authority over sin and 
death than any other good man. Con- 
trast this position with the actual 
experience of mankind since the time 
of the coming of Christ, to the pres- 
ent hour and we discover that no other 
leader or any religion or cult has 
ever been able to transform human 
life as has the Christ.

The results 
of his campaign which continued six 
weeks were as follows: 1,224 persons 
made their first profession of faith 
in Jesus Christ; 4,464 reconsecrated 
their lives to His service; 81 services 
were held in the Tabernacle; 320,000 
persons attended the meetings; the 
campaign cost $13,500.00 budget ex- 
pense; personal gift to Mr. Sunday, 
$11,624.00; grand total cost of meet- 
ings, $25,124.00; average cost per per- 
son, 08c.—Gerald B. Winrod.

The Mississippi Senate has adopted 
the bill which was carried in the 
House, forbidding any educational in- 
stitution, from the university to the 
public school, supported in whole or 
in part from public funds, “to teach 
that mankind ascended from a lower 
order of animals,” and it forbids also 
the adoption and use of any textbook 
which teaches the doctrine. The fine 
is not to exceed $500, and the added 
penalty is the vacating of the teach- 
er’s position. 





“The Virgin Birth a Non-Essen- 
tial?” was the subject of a courageous 
editorial which appeared in the Cen- 
tral Christian Advocate recently. The 
editor took issue with Bishop Blake 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church,

Every proved fact in science ean be 
into a mystery that science 

cannot prove. e world of reality 
is the spiritual world. With the in- 
crease of knowledge concerning the 
working of spiritual laws and forces, 
the day will come when the doctrine 
of Evolution will go on the shelf with 
the heirlooms, as a “relie of the past.” 


But at present, it ‘is in the text- 
books, being dished out to students 
throughout the country. It will cease 
to be taught when it is removed and 
replaced by the t spiritual science 
of the future. Every effort should be 
put forth to purge the books our boys 
and girls are compelled to study. Com- 
paratively few people realize how ser- 
ileus the situation really is. 


1,200 persons were shocked in a 
city in Kansas recently when in a lec- 
ture against Evolution on, “The Mark 
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Four of James H. McConkey's best known 
devotional booklets. 
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of the Beast,” I read the following 
statement from a text-book that is 
veing used in the local High School 
of that community: 


“No one knows how far back the 
history of the human race extends. 


“The chain of life is continuous, 
probably through millions of years. 
‘there have been no breaks; one gen-~- 
eration has led to another, and step by 
step man has come to be what he is. 
If we remember this unbroken con- 
tinuity of the life stream, we may then 
find it an advantage to think of the 
different “layers” of existence under- 
lying our present lives. 


“The pre-human stage. First, there 
is the animal layer on which human 
life rests. We are all animals and 
ean never cease to be, though we may 
cover over the animal tendencies with 
human traits. We rise far above even 
the highest animals, it is true, 
yet we share much with them. They 
have senses like our senses, desires 
such as our desires—hunger, thirst, 
sleep, sex. They feel fear, rage, jeal- 
ously, gladness as we do. Like us, 
they bite, snarl, howl, fight, play. 
Animals learn, even the humblest of 
them. The higher ones of them ex- 
perience curiosity, possess memory 
and the ability to think, or under- 
stand, in terms of simpler meanings 
and relationships. In short, not only 
in body, but in mind, we bear the 
stamp of this lower layer of life from 
which we came, 

“The stage of savagery. Next is 
the layer of savagery, dating back to 
the time when man first rose above 
the strictly animal jane and became 
man. This takes us back to the era 
when our human ancestors, devoid of 
what we know as civilization, lived 
naked, without articulate speech, with- 
out houses, without tools, roaming 
the forests or inhabiting caves in the 
mountainsides, living on raw meats, 
herbs, and roots. How long this 
period lasted we can only guess, but 
it was probably not less than 500,000 
years and possibly several million 
years.” 

The text-book from which I have 
quoted is, “The Mind and its Educa- 
tion,” by Betts. Notice the way in 
which the author presents these state- 
ments. To read this, one would think 
that the Theory had been proved be- 
yond a shadow of a doubt. On the 
other hand, there is not a proved fact 
in the universe to sustain such teach- 
ing. Should tax-payers permit the 
boys and girls of the great State of 
Kansas to be misinformed in this man- 
ner?

“In the short space of six months 
we have established ourselves as a 
powerful, national, anti-clerical so- 
ciety. The people know of our exis- 
tence and activities; and though we 
have received much publicity in the 
press, we have reason to believe that 
we shall receive and deserve even 
more. The secret of our success is ac- 
tion. Our immediate practical pro- 
gram exceeds our past achievements, 
while our plans for the future are so 
vast that they will surely be smiled 
at or more likely sneered at by the 
scoffers who last fall ridiculed us as 
fools for organizing a militant Athe- 
ist society.

“Our membership is already larger 
than that of any other active, anti- 
clerical organization; and unless our 
friendly rivals get a rustle on will 
soon exceed their combined member- 
ships. Our rate of increase is increas- 
ing. But even so the number of new 
members received is small compared 
with that which we expect to receive. 

“Membership is open to Atheists— 
all who deny, doubt, or disbelieve in 
the existence of god. Unless you be- 
lieve that there is a god, you are an 
Atheist and are eligible for member- 
ship. 

“Our ‘purely destructive,’ ‘wrecking 
company’ feature, of which the clergy 
and the press make so much, will not 
keep out any clear-thinking person. 
Here in New York City, as is shown 
by the classified telephone book, there 
are about a score of wrecking com- 
panies, the sole object of which is to 
tear down. These companies are not 
prosecuted or denounced. They are 
doing a good and necessary work. 
There is current sufficient false philos- 
ophy, particularly of the kind em- 
bodied in the Christian religion, to 
justify specialization in destruction.

Evolution in the Schools

Considerable has been said and 
written the past few years in opposi- 
tion to teaching Evolution in tax-sup- 
ported schools. Why should it not be 
taught there? Is it not a branch of 
science, and do we not teach science 
in the schools? It all depends upon 
what you mean by Evolution. Nearly 
all true science is proper matter for 
study and instruction in schools. There 
might be some question about the pro- 
priety of teaching some phases of 
even true science to immature minds. 


By Evolution in my subject, I mean 
the Darwinian kind, which teaches 
that man came from the lower ani- 
mals. But this is not science at all— 
just a mistake of science, that has 
done and is doing more harm than 
any other one thing that could be 
named in the past 1,000 years. I am 
not exaggerating. It has weakened 
the faith of thousands, wrecked the 
spiritual life of many, and been an 
underlying cause of war and its at- 
attendant evils demoralizing the world 
to a great extent. Only those who have 
given careful and thoughtful atten- 
tion to the matter may see this. Some 
are seeing it and it is time that all 
were getting their eyes open. 


Seventy-five years ago Charles Dar- 
win sprang a new and wild theory on 
the world, that all life came from one, 
or a very few, primordial germs. This 
vievy became very popular, was accept- 
ed as science, and swept the world. A 
vast number of books were written in 
line with his theory. Even text-books 
for colleges and schools were filled 
with the pseudo-scientific stuff. Many 
students went far beyond their teach- 
er. They were extravagant in their 
book writing and made all sorts of 
foolish claims. After the smoke had 
cleared away, confidence began to 
wane, great scientists became dissatis- 
fied with the weaknesses of the theory 
and freely admitted it to be only an 
hypothesis, impossible of proof. The 
magnet lost its power among capable 
scientists. Thousands fell away from 
it as rapidly as they had been at- 
tracted before. But the great mis- 
chief was done. The books written 
were full of false science and were in 
the schools, and they are there yet, 
and a lot more, worse, ranker and of 
more recent date. Proof of this may 
be seen elsewhere in this number of 
The Defender. Such books are gener- 
ally a rehash of the old Darwinian 
views. 


Huxley, Wallace and other noted 


scientists, who at first held Darwin’s 
views, later for lack of evidence, re- 
vised, rejected or denied them. Even 
Darwin himself in his later life chang- 
ed his views, practically denying his 
earlier teaching. Yet many who have 
since studied these false scientific 
text-books have come to believe them, 
and are teaching them to a new gen- 
eration, and have written books for 
use in Grade and High’ Schools, full 
of this false teaching. At first these 
books and this teaching were confined 
to the Colleges but today it is being 
taught to the children of fourth and 
fifth grades, eight to twelve years of 
age. 


Fifty years ago such a thing was 
unknown. It has filtered down from 
College to High School and Grade 
teaching. It is time that parents 
should come out of their lethargy and 
inform themselves of what is going 
on in the schools which they pay to 
support. It is proper to teach all 
true progres: in science, but this is 
not true; it is progress backward and 
downw: 


Darwinian Evolution is atheistic in 
its content and tendency. Man is 
everything; God is nothing; His place 
and power is not recognized. As 
faith in Evolution grows, belief in 
the Bible and religion dies. Even 
Darwin, who was an orthodox believer 
at first, became an agnostic, and many 
have gone into atheism. It is a mat- 
ter of statistics that twenty per cent 
of our youth lose their faith in the 
religion of their fathers and mothers 
the first year in College, and by the 
end of the course, fully one-half have 
forsaken the “Faith of the fathers.” 
This is not the fault of education, 
which is alright, but of this false 
teaching, which is all wrong. Many 
teachers rejoice in this faith-killing, 
faith-wrecking work. Parents come 
to your sense! 


Do you know what the “A. A. A. A.” 
is? It is a chartered organization in 
the United States, started in New 
York, the first of its kind ever started 
in the world in this way. Its name is, 
“The American Association for the 
Advancement of Atheism.”

The Modernist does not believe in 
the resurrection of the flesh.

The battle will 
net be won by “milk and water” 
methods. It cannot be fought out in 
a corner. We are not asking that 
“Evolution” simply be revised; we ask 
that it be removed...

We are very sure that one reason

“Radicalism in religion is dragging 
faith down from its true estate as an 
organ of spiritual knowledge, is re- 
ducing the stature of Jesus Christ 
from that incarnate deity to that 
of chief Hebrew moralist, and is drag- 
ging God from his high office of Cre- 
ator and Ruler of heaven and earth 
to become an impersonal, indefinite, 
intangible something, the fact and 
logic of whose existence, it is admit- 
ted, we cannot wholly escape. 


“It will not be surprising to some 
who know what is place among 
the leaders of science if a new type 
of religious revival should come from 
that source.”

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“Vestigial Organs”

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(DEFENDER’S NOTE:—In this ar- 
ticle on “Vestigial Organs” one of the 
test scientists on the American 
Gontinent will speak to you. Notice 
the degrees attached to the writer’s 
name, realize that he was trained in 
some of the best Universities in Eu- 
rope, and you will know why he is 
recognized as an authority. He speaks 
the language of a careful, competent, 
. trained scientist and in this article 
brushes aside the false claims made by 
évolutionists builded around, “babies 
born with webbed fingers and hairy 
bodies,” “human tails,” “animal 
teeth,” “anthropoid ribs,” “blood 
tests,” “gill-slits,’ “Piltdown man,” 
ete. Dr. Brown gives this article to 
“The Defender” although it was re- 
leased and used primarily by the 
Bible Champion.) 


Professor Charles Hilltout, one of 
the best known anthropologists of 
America, and a friend of the writer, 
will shortly publish a book, entitled 
“Organic Evolution.” He has kindly 
allowed us to read the manuscript 
and has asked us to answer two ar- 
guments which he considers of great 
importance, and which occupy the 
closing pages of his able treatise. 
| These are “Vestigial Organs” and the 

“Blood-Serum Test.” 


The “Vestigial Organ’ argument 
has long been used by the evolutionist, 
while the Blood-Serum Test is of later 
origin.. They are both quite uncon- 
vincing as evidence for evolution, and 
_ are easily disposed of. In this article 

we shall consider seriatim the points 
in Chapter XXII of Professor Hill- 
Tout’s book, relating to the first sub- 


| The author begins by calling at- 
tention to the fact that occasionally a 
human baby “is born with a hairy 
body like an ape,” or “with webbed 
fingers” like frogs. Why a hairy body 
like an ape? Why not like a horse, 
a cow, a dog, or any other hairy ani- 
mal? He has forgotten that every 
baby is born with a hairy body, the 
hair follicles being distributed over 
the entire epidermis. In some babies 
the hair of the head is thick and long, 
in others short and scanty. Some are 
born with an abundant covering of 
vernix caseosa, a cheese-like sub- 
stance. Others have none. Some enter 
_ the world with two heads, six fingers, 
six toes, and sometimes with only 
four fingers or four toes. But all 
these monstrosities prove nothing con- 
cerning heredity. They are simply 
exceptional or abnormal features in 
| development—freaks or sports of na- 
ture. To draw conclusions concerning 
» our ancestors from these and similar 
phenomena involves us in gigantic 
difficulties and absurdities. 


We must always remember that 
similarity in structure and physical 
resemblance is no proof of genetic 
relationship. Note one instance of re- 
semblance, which, if we adopted his 
view, would certainly cause consider- 
able embarrassment. It is this. The 
milk of the ass is more nearly like 
_ human milk in composition than is 
| that of any other animal. Delicate 
' human babies are sometimes fed on 
| it for this reason. Does this mean that 
_ man was once an ass, or that he is 
a near relative of that animal? 
| Then the “projecting tail” comes in- 
| to the argument. This is one of the 
| most fantastic and grotesque “proofs” 


that could be offered. In an animal 
the tail is a continuation of the spinal 
column. In the early human embry- 
onic stages the upper part of the em- 
bryo develops first, along with the 
noto chord, which forms the founda- 
tion for, and is replaced by, the spinal 
column, This column divides into seg- 
ments, each the foundation for a sin- 
gle vertebra. The number of these, 
when segmentation is complete—and 
this occurs very early in embryonic 
development—is thirty-three. 


As stated, the head and upper ex- 
tremeties develop before the trunk 
and lower limbs, so that early, say 
at four or five weeks, one sees a 
head with two dark spots, one on 
either side, ultimately to develop into 
eyes, the buds for the arms, and the 
longer body part, which at this stage 
appears to the naked eye like a seg- 
mented rod bent on itself. This por- 
tion of the body below the head, be- 
fore the chest and abdomen and lower 
limbs have developd around it, is what 
the evolutionists call the tail. The 
sole reason for this statement is that 
it looks somewhat like a tail, because 
the parts which will soon grow out, 
omg and around it are not yet vis- 
ible. 


If we take the evolutionist’s view 
seriously, we would suppose that, in 
the early weeks of embryonic life, 
there exists a miniature body with 
head, chest, abdomen, and their con- 
tained organs, upper and lower limbs, 
and—most important of all—a def- 
initely formed tail, the latter being 
shed or discarded as the embryo be- 
comes more human. To do this, of 
course, many vertebrae would have 
to be lost. But the fact is, no ver- 
tebrae disappear; yet the so-called 
“tail” soon vanishes because of the 
development of the body and lower 
limbs. This wonderful caudal appen- 
dage is nothing more than the early 
stage of the spinal column! It does 
not really disappear because the em- 
bryo becomes less like an animal, but 
simply becomes hidden by the subse- 
quent development of other parts 
around it. 


The end of the spinal column con- 
sists of four fused vertebrae, and is 
occasionally longer at birth than nor- 
mal and curls back instead of forward. 
This again is a freak or sport, and 
is no more significant than when a 
child is born with two heads or when 
certain bones in the skull or limbs 
are absent or deformed. 


Next we are told about functionless 
muscles, especially those of the scalp 
connected with the outer ear, now 
greatly dwindled, although some peo- 
ple are still able to move their ears 
with them. Dr. Hill-Tout also men- 
tions a “little pulpy mass on the inner 
side of the eye,” supposed to be the 
remnant of the “third semi-transpar- 
ent nictitating membrane which birds 
inherit from animals, rudimentary in 
all vertebrates from fish to mam- 
mals.” 


These alleged instances of animal 
relics do not help the cause of evolu- 
tion, and for good reasons. In man 
these thin muscles serve to attach 
the outer ear to the skull, and, al- 
though not normally needed for wag- 
ging the external auditory apparatus, 
they are by no means useless. A hu- 
man being because he cannot wave his 
ears in the breeze like a donkey, ai- 


though he has 







muscles, is not necessarily close kin 
to this well-known animal. 


If the occasion ever arose, and our 
environment or other conditions ne- 
cessitated it, these muscles, being 
present, would be capable of increased 
development. Their functional activ- 
ity differs in man and beast. That 
we are constructed on the same gen- 
eral plan does not prove the animals 
to be our ancestors. 


Does the professor know that every 
membrane, duct, blood vessel, tendon 
and muscle of the African ele 
exists in the shrew mouse? 
that fact prove that the elephant is 
developed from a mouse? 


The little red mass in the corner of 
the eye has no connection, as far as 
we know, with the third nictitating 
eyelid of lower life-forms. If we 
do not understand its use, neither do 
we understand the use of many other 
structures in the body. The Creator, 
however, knows, and some day our 
knowledge will give us fuller compre- 
hension. 


The Thyroid, Thymus and Pineal 
Glands at one time were all classified 
as useless and rudimentary; but we 
now know they have an exceedingly 
important part to play in bodily 
growth and function. Because we can- 
not find any other use for it, we must 
not say without a scrap of evidence 
that this “pulpy mass” was at one 
time the “third eyelid.” 


After muscles come teeth, and ref- 
erence is made to the third molar or 
wisdom teeth, which “originally had 
three fangs and five cusps, but now 
only two fangs and four cusps.” Also 
we are told that “the eye or canine 
teeth are longer than the others,” 
and that this is “quite meaningless” 
unless it is a fact that “the canines 
of remote ancestors required deeper 
and longer roots than did the other, 
because of more pronounced de- 
velopment and the consequent greater 
strain upon them!” our Scientist tells 
us that “in the mandible of the Pilt- 
down man the teeth are decidedly ape- 
like,” and we “cannot doubt, therefore, 
that this deep rootedness of our eye 
teeth, when there is no longer the 
need for it, is proof of heredity from 
the animal form.” Evidently the pro- 
fessor has forgotten that the evolu- 
tionary anthropologist fitted the jaw 
of a chimpanzee to a human skull, in 
order to manufacture the Piltdown 
“man.” What reason under the blue 
dome is there for any such conclu- 
sion as he draws This is a case of 
reductio ad absurdum. 


The vermiform appendix next re- 
ceives attention, and is accused of be- 
ing a degenerate organ. Although 
once useful and of ample proportions, 
our author tells us it is now useless, 
an encumbrance to the body, and on 
the road to extinction. How does the 
professor, or anyone else, know that 
the normal healthy appendix does not 
perform a useful function? In our 
bodies are certain lymphoid tissues 
whose work it is to manufacture white 
blood cells and guard against infec- 
tion. These tissues include the spleen 
and the thymus gland—the latter a 
structure which lies behind the upper 
part of the breast bone and atrophies 
at puberty. The appendix is formed 
of similar tissue, and, in common with 
all lymphoid tissues, acts as a filter or 
obstruction to foreign particles, dis- 
ease-producing bacteria and chemical 
poisons. It is a gratuitous assumption 
to say it is useless and a relic of a 
former stage. 


Then, with considerable gusto, the 
author states that occasionally man 
has thirteen pairs of ribs, “like all 
anthropoid apes,” suggesting that 
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upright position.” 


We regret to have to say that this 
looks like an error which proves the 
writer to be a superficial student of 
anatomy. In this paragraph there are 
a mis-statement of fact and a mislead- 
ing implication. Anyone writing on this 
subject should know that the higher 
order of mammals—Primates are div- 
ided into two sub-orders, Prosimae and 
Anthropoidea. The former group em- 
braces the Lemurs, the Chiromys of 
Madagascar, and the Galagos of West 
Africa. The Anthropoidae order are 
divided into two classes, the first com- 
prising monkeys and apes and the sec- 
ond man. There are four typical forms 
or genera of apes, the Gibbon, the 
Orang, the Chimpanzee and the Go- 
rilla. The Gibbon, Chimpanzee and 
Gorilla each have fourteen pairs of 
ribs, the Orang having twelve pairs. 
So, as a matter of fact, not one of 
these orders has thirteen pairs of ribs. 


The hopeless confusion into which 
we are thrown when we attempt to 
prove evolution by comparing the 
anatomy of man and ape is_ well 
shown by Huxley, the great evolution- 
ist, when he wrote: 


“While the Gibbons are most re- 
mote from man, the Orangs approach 
him nearest in the number of ribs, 
the form of the cerebral hemispheres, 
and other less obvious characters; the 
Chimpanzee is the nearest related to 
him in the form of the skull, the teeth, 
and the ig ade of the arms, while 
the Gorilla resembles him more in the 
proportions of the leg to the body, 
of the foot to the hand, in the size 
of the head, the curvature of the spine, 
the form of the pelvis and the ab- 
solute capacity of the skull. Anat- 
omists differ as to whether the Chim- 
panzee or the Gorilla is nearest to 
man. 


According to the Blood Serum Test, 
Professor Hill-Tout informs us that 
the “results bring out exactly the 
same degree of genetic relationship 
asour .. . anatomical . .. in- 
vestigations led us to believe existed 
between the members of the Primate 
order.” 


This is not true. The rib argument 
shows the Orang to be nearest to 
man, while the Blood Test places him 
a poor third in the line; in fact, the 
monkey beats him by one point. Man 
is 100, Orang seems to be 86, and 
monkey 87, as far as can be deter- 
mined by the confusing statistics 
given in Chapter 23. 


Gray’s Anatomy tells us that “the 
ribs in man are twelve in number on 
either side, but the number may be 
increased to thirteen by the develop- 
ment of a cervical or lumber rib, or 
may be reduced to eleven.” Our evo- 
lutionist friend might meg wish 
to use the latter number to prove 
that Adam actually lost one pair when 
Eve was created! The Fundamental- 
ist does not resort to such arguments 
in order to strengthenchis case. Any- 
one acquainted with the subject knows 
that the numbers thirteen or twelve 
or eleven have no particular signifi- 
cance. They are simply instances of 
— departure from the normal or- 

er. 


Extra or supernumerary glands 
(breast) and nipples are brought for- 
ward to strengthen this ape-ancestry 
speculation. We read: 


“The mammary glands go through 
the same phases in the embryo of man 
as - the embryos of all other ani- 
mals.”

Extra mammary glands are fre- 

uently observed in many parts of 

e body, the arm, arm pit, the back, 
the buttock, the thigh, ete. Are we 
to suppose from this that we descend- 
ed from some extinct ancestor or spe- 
cies which carried the breasts on the 
arm or thigh? Are the undeveloped 
breasts of man any proof that he was 
once a woman, bui with change of 
sex and division of labor he has ceased 
to manufacture the lacteal fluid? 


On May 17, 1925, there was born 
to a Holstein cow on the Huntley- 
Wood Farm at Beaconsfield, Quebec, a 
two-headed calf. It has four eyes, 
two mouths, two tongues, two noses, 
two sets of teeth and a full upper 
and lower jaw on each head. It has 
only two ears. Is this any evidence 
that the cow’s ancestors wee ever 
monstrosities of this nature? To ask 
the question is to answer it. Quoting 
further, we read: 


“The strongest and clearest evi- 
dence is drawn from such highly modi- 
fied animals as snakes, whales and 
horses. Snakes are derived from early 
reptile forms which possessed limbs. 


“Remains of a pelvic girdle and por- 
tions of thigh and leg bone may be 
seen in the embryo snakes. The Ba- 
leen whale has no teeth today but the 
embryo whales have a full set. The 
whale is a modified land animal whose 
ancestors resorted to an aquatic ex- 
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hind limbs by degeneration, mutation, 
or adaptive aaa mir to their new con- 
ditions of life. In the whale we find 
tiny remnants of the thigh bone.” 


These remains of pelvic girdle and 
thigh bone in snakes and whales, and 
the absence of teeth in the adult 
whale, although present in the embryo, 
are a genuine source of amusement 
to the evolutionist who is very short 
of facts. It is often a good idea to 
allow one evolutionist to demolish 
another. 


In his “Darwinism Today” (pp. 37, 
88), Professor Vernon Kellogg, of 
Stanford University, ridicules this 
bone argument: 


“Spencer’s example of the femur 
of the whale is a striking illustration 
of the absurdity connected with the 
argument of change, on a basis of the 
selection of infinitesimal differences. 
The femur of the whale, says Spen- 
cer, is evidently the atrophied rudi- 
ment of a bone once much larger. It 
weighs now about an ounce, less than 
a millionth the weight of the whole 


‘ body. Let us suppose that when it 


weighed two ounces, the individual 
(whale) had a femur which by vari- 
ational chance weighed but one ounce. 
What advantage over other whales 
would the difference give it? And 
yet this is the argument for the re- 
duction of useless organs through the 
influence. of natural selection.” 


Next the horse is asked to show 
us his hoof. We learn that he is a 
“one-toed animal now,” but that 
“splints or side bones on the horse’s 
leg are vestiges of earlier toes.’ 


What is the story of the evolution 
of the horse? They first found the 
fossil bones of a little animal, squir- 
rel size, estimated to be about three 
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million old. dubbed him 
Hyracotherium, but failed to —— 
size the fact that only the skull w 

discovered, so that no one knows ‘eiar 
many toes he had. But a start had to 
be made somewhere, and so he was 
given five toes. That seemed about 
the right number. Then animals, not 
at all resembling the horse, but in- 
creasing in size and decreasing in 
toes, are found, twelve stages in all, 
until Pliohippus was unearthed in 
1917. The literature of the American 
Museum of. Natural History informs 
us that he was about 50,000 years old. 
But he has hoofs, is the size of a 
horse, has everything that a horse 
has, and is said to be “transitional be- 
tween the three-toed and the one-toed 
stage.” Of course, Pliohippus is 
simply a real horse, but the big name 
is impressive and reeks with antiquity. 


The one essential bit of evidence is 
again lacking, viz., any connection or 
intermediate form between these small 
animals and the horse to show they 
were ever connected by a bridge of 
any kind. The oddest thing about all 
these discoveries is that scientists al- 
ways find plenty of specimens of the 
things to be connected, but never one 
solitary connection. 


Another weak point in this horse 
argument is this: Evolution is always 
supposed to proceed from the simple 
to the complex. If that is so, we 
should find a one-toed predecessor of 
the horse changing to a four or five- 
toed animal. How are we to explain 
the reversal of this uniform law? 


The last item in the professor’s list 
of vestigial organs is the tail-bone of 


birds. This corresponds to the human 
coccyx, but terminates in a single 
bone known as the “plough-share,” 


which very early in life consists of 
several tail-vertebrae.

Then we are asked to look at 
the ostrich to see how a transition 
could be effected between reptile and 
bird—the inference being, of course, 
that the ostrich is the nearest kin to 
the reptile Ignuanodon. 


But why pass by the Archeopteryx 
which is claimed to be millions of 
years nearer the reptile and the same 
long space older than the ostrich de- 
scendant? 


The comparison with the bird said 
to be nearest in time to the rextile 
does not help the theory, because 
Archeopteryx resembles neither bird 
nor reptile, although it is a real bird, 


possessing feathers which are found 


only on birds. The Archeopteryx, ex- 
tinct for millions of years, is more 
modern than some living types—ex- 
cept for the long tail. resem- 
blances and differences prove nothing 
either way, but simply reveal the end- 
less variety in nature’s life-forms. 


There is the inevtiable reference to 
the “gill-slits” of the human embryo, 
and they are said to prove an animal 
origin for man by repeating in their 
intraterm development this one fish 
phase. 


One answer is: The third arch is 
the foundation for a piece of cartilage, 
or “gristle,” called the thyro-hyoid 
cartilage. The third cleft becomes the 
tube of the Thymus gland. The fourth 
and fifth arches disappear in the for- 


mation and extension of the neck, © 


while the included fourth cleft is ap- 
plied to form the Thyroid gland. 


In our common fishes the clefts are 
six in number, and all penetrate the 
alimentary canal. The third and 


fourth visceral clefts are associated ~ 


with the gills of fishes, which are 
breathing organs or branchial clefts. 


The alleged similar clefts in man are ~ 


not branchial or breathing clefts at 
all, but pharyngeal clefts, navies an 
entirely different function. 
Wasmann, in “The Problem of Evel 
tion” (p. 61), says: 


“The so-called branchial arches and 
clefts are merely curves and folds uf 
the pharynx which are quite unimpor- 
tant in themselves, and eventually 
develop into something bearing no re- 
— to real branchial arches or 
clefts. . 


“In the case of fish to whose exist- 
ence gills are essential, a similar ar- 
rangement develops into real gills, and 
so, with regard to fish alone, it is 
correct to speak of real branchial 
arches and clefts as existing in the 
embryo.”

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The Bible and The School

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One of the most vital questions be-. 


fore the Christian people of today is 
that of the Bible and scientific teach- 
ings in our public schools. 


Let us draw a comparison from 
world conditions. Suppose for a little 
that language is the same the world 
over. Fathers and mothers, would you 
be willing to take your chil’-en out of 
the real Christian American High 
Schools and send them to the so-called 
educational institutions of India? You 
might send your boys; but you could 
not send your girls. Over there the 
bed are not supposed to be educated. 

ey would rather educate the cow. 
What makes the difference? It lies 
in the religious systems of the two 
lands, and the attitude maintained 
concerning the origin of man. 


India’s religion is beastly in its 
conception of man, and classes woman 
with the cow. She has not evolved 
from the beast nature sufficiently by 
their theory of reincarnation, to merit 
an education. Likewise the instruc- 
tion given to the boys is not sancti- 
fied by the philosophy of the Bible; 
and is not conducive to good morals. 


In many places however, India is 
changing. What is bringing about 
the change? The missionary has en- 
tered the land with the Bible and a 
new philosophy of education. The 
Bible is, by the missionary, put at 
the very center of everything in edu- 
cation. Today, the boys and girls of 
India are learning that God made 
them; and that in them is the like- 
ness of God rather than the mark of 
the beast. The home-life is also 
changing; and they are coming to 
honor their Creator. The Bible is 
the fulcrum on which civilizations are 
raised; and the mis-use of the Bible 
is also the means of civilization decay. 


As compared with oriental civiliza- 
tion, what are the outstanding fea- 
tures in the history of our nation re- 
lating to the Bible and the school? 
When our fore-fathers settled on the 
Atlantic seaboard, they at once com- 
mitted themselves and the'r children 
to Almighty God. Having within them 
a burning, religious consciousness that 
all which is best must have God at its 
base, they at once established the 
church for the worship of the true 
God; and the school for the develop- 
ment of their children. As a church 
without God and religion in it would 
be a cold, dead thing; so, they be- 
lieved, that if the school is to be an 
institution for the development of 
their youth, it must have in it the 
things which make real development 
possible in the child. To accomplish 
this, they put the Bible into every 
school. 


: Following their careful, conscien- 
tious, religious concerns for their chil- 
dren, these worthy parents felt they 
must throw about these young souls 
every influence, which would help to 
keep their minds turned toward their 
Creator. Because of their love for 
God, his Word and their children, they 
erected the school and the church side 
by side; planted the grave-yard at 
their side and then put a fence around 
the three. When you found the one, 
you generally found the other two. 
Thus was our educational system 
started, which has helped to give us 
our high type of civilization. 
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Who were the founders of such a 
system? They were Christian leaders, 
whose faith in God’s Word can never 
be questioned. They had _ received 
from the Word the deep-rooted con- 
sciousness that they were made by 
God’s own hand for the distinctive 
purpose of glorifying their Creator. 
Entertaining such a high conception 
of their origin and the purpose of 
their creation; they reasoned that 
their off-spring should have within 
them the same conscious conception 
of their relation to their God, so they 
put the Bible as the first of all text- 
books, building around it the bulwark 
of a curriculum, which should agree 
with and defend the everlasting truths 
of the Word. Lovers of the Bible have 
always stood for more and better edu- 
cation, 


Before closing this article, we want 
you Christian readers to take one 
more journey into foreign lands. Come 
with me to the land of pyramids. 
Once upon a time the Coptic church 
was strong in the valley of the Nile. 
In the land of the Pharoahs, arose a 
civilization which was second to none. 
Later the church failed to maintain 
her interest in the education of her 
youth. False philosophies crept in 
and displaced the very teachings of 
the Bible. The day was when the 
Coptic church worshiped God as we 
do today. Growing slack, they per- 
mitted the false isms to enter and 
disrupt their church. ‘False philoso- 


phies easily came then into the 
schools. Where is the Coptic church 
today? Where is the high system

To The Capital: 

I notice in Sunday’s Capital an edi- 
torial under the caption “Our Schools 
Must Be Unfettered.” As a general 
proposition this may be accepted as 
a correct statement of a correct policy, 
but it is easy to see that the object 
of the editorial as well as the action 
of the National Educational associ- 
ation calling it forth, is to protect 
the teaching of evolution in the public 
schools, colleges and universities of 
the land.

Professor Fleischmann, of Erlan- 
gen:

It is not 
the result of scientific research but 
purely the product of the imagina- 
tion. 


Professor Virchow, the greatest 
German authority on physiology, aad 
once a strong advocate of the theory 
of evolution: ‘ 


“Tt is all nonsense. It cannot be 
proved by science that man descends 
from the ape or any other animal.” 


Professor Tyndall: “There ought 
to be a clear distinction made be- 
tween science in a state of hypoth- 
esis and science in a state of fact. 
And inasmuch as it is still in its 
hypothetical stage, the ban of ex- 
clusion ought to fall upon evolution.” 

Professor Beal, physiologist and 
professor of anatomy in King’s col- 
lege, London, says: 

“The idea of any relation having 
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facts of any section of living nature 
of which anything is known. 


I could go on indefinitely in simi- 


lar quotatons, but the above is cer- 
tainly enough to show that evolu- 
tion as taught cannot be taught as 
truth or fact, and that it has no place 
in the curriculum which is meant to 
make people better physically or 
spiritually. On the other hand it is 
a damnable and destructive teaching, 
and with the personal attitude and 
influence of the teacher behind it, 
teaching it as a fact established, and 
with the influence and support of valu- 
able moulders of thought such as your 
paper aiding, untold injury is being 
done to the young people of this gen- 
eration. For whether generally known 
or not, these destructive theories are 
being taught in our public schools, 
colleges and the university of 
state, as well as in others, largely 
under the cover of biology, and Wells’ 
Outline of History. If evolution as 
taught be true, the Bible is not true; 
if evolution as taught be true, all the 
ideals, moral and spiritual, toward 
which we have pointed our children, 
do not exist; if evolution .s taught 
be true, it leads to the conciasion in- 
evitably that Jesus, if admitted to 
have lived at all, was the descendant 
like ourselves, of the ape or gorilla. 
If evotution as taught, be true, it de- 
stroys any pretext for accountability 
upon the part of man; the evolution- 
ist teaches there is no such a thing 
as sin, and if there is, there is no 
punishment for it; we are responsible 
to no one, no power. That doctrine 
is destructive inevitably of all that 
is best in life, and to a great extent 
explains what you called attenticn to 
in an editorial a few days ago upon 
the increase of crime in this country 
pointing out that the United States led 
all the other countries of the werld - 
by a very high percentage in the mur- 
ders committed, having double the 
number of our nearest competitor; 
it is a fact that in this land, founded 
upon the teachings and ideals of the 
Bible, since the destructive forces 
of evolution have obtained a foothold 
in our schools and colleges, and in 
the church, .too, I am pained to say. 
crime has increased in leaps and. 
bounds until there are more unpun- 
ished murderers running loose in this 
country today than there are Protest- 
ant ministers preaching the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. And crime is not limit- 
ed to murder; hell is enlarging her 
borders; gambling and social immor- 
ality never so prevalent; the propor- 
tion of divorces to marriages never 
so great; banditry and robbery so 
common they escape comment; con- 
science in positions of trust almost 
the uncommon thing; and sin goes 
on and crime increases. It is a well 
known fact that the generation now 
coming into activity, the young men 
and women, are the law-breakers of 
today; it is the class reached and 
influenced by the teaching of no God, 
no accountability, no responsibility— 
in short, it is the natural result 
of the trampling upon the Bible, and 
the exalting of the vain imaginin 
of evolution, with all that means, in 
the place of it. Do you not think, 
Mr. Editor, that it would be better for 
our young people of the nation, and 
this state, for the body politic, for 
the home, and its sancity, for every 
interest we hold dear, if the teaching 
of such a destroying influence was 
fettered, fettered to the point of ex- 
clusion ?

on, with no logical stopping place 
between the “hallowed faith” which 
Romanes held in youth and the “lone- 
ly mystery of existence” as he found 
it when he wrote his book “practically 
negativing the existence of God.” 


Ever since the day of the Psalmist, 
when he speaks of the “Fool who hath 
said in his heart, there is no God,” to 
ovr present day critics, there has been 
infidelity in the world. But in our 
own country the evidences, manifesta- 
tions and results of infidelity, evolu- 
tion and modernism were never so 
apparent, alarming and destructive as 
at the present time. Materialism is 
Tampant in the lives of men; the 
things that can be heard and seen and 
felt and tasted, and that can be smell- 
ed are the evidences which are neces- 
sary to satisfy some men. A youth 
was | against the existence 
of God, He said he was an agnostic. 
He took nothing for granted; he must 
be convinced. He said: “I see the 
mountains, I smell the rose, and I 
hear the wind; therefore I believe that 
mountains, roses, and wind exist. But 
I cannot see, hear, or smell God. 
Therefore”’—A grizzled old cattle 
raiser glanced over his spectacles at 
the boy. “Did you ever try to smell 
with your eyes?” he said quietly. 
“No.” “Then why do you to ap- 
prehend God with faculties which are 
meant for material .things?” 


Jesus said, “A tree is know: by its 














Side by side for eighteen hundred 
years and. more have grown the tree 
of Christianity and the tree of infi- 
delity. Let us remove the foliage and 
examine the fruit borne by the tree 
of infidelity. 

Turn to Russia. Infidelity in Rus- 
sia before the Soviet government was 
called Nihilism. The word comes 
irom a Latin root that means nothing. 
Nihilism is nothingism. And all 
forms of infidelity and modernism are 
nothingism, for infidelity and modern- 
ism are negative and not positive. 
But since the Monarchy was over- 
thrown in Russia, the Soviet govern- 
ment has estabiished nothingism as 
the national religion, and the last 
part of 1922 saw an amazing spec- 
tacle. 


Some of the young folks marched 
in Moscow's anti-religious parade. 
‘they heaped every dreamed of and 
imagined and possible mockery on all 
religions and beliefs in a Divine Be- 
ing. lt may be that because of this 
youthfulness and the poisons they 
have sucked in for five years in the 
Soviet schools, that their offenses 
against common decency, against the 
eternal verities, and against the Cre- 
ator should be condoned. The curse 
should rest on their elders and over- 
lords. It was the French Revolution 
over again. The Bourbon learns not 
nor forgets, nor does the revolution- 
ist. In years revolution has 
learned nothing new. In Moscow 
priests were caricatured, rituals made 
a mockery and holiness a byword and 
a hissings, even as in Paris in 1793 
when France was bowing to the “Wor- 
ship of Reason.” Other mobs back 
through the centuries have ground to 
dust the images of saints and made 
ashes of religious effigies. But re- 
ligion hus lived on, and will live so 
long as one man remains on this 
planet. “God is not mocked.” Those 
Russian youths may burn their effi- 
gies, and. label one of them “Almighty 
God,” and dance round its dying em- 
bers, but they cannot burn religion 
out of the human heart. As they 
grow older they will learn that fact, 
if Soviet: schooling and State atheism 
have left them able to think at all. 
They cannot destroy what the intellec- 
tual everywhere loves to denounce as 
“The Tyranny of God,” for it is 
thing of the heart, the conscience anu 
the spirit. They need to remember 
that more men have died in the name 
of religion and in defense of religion 
than for all things else in the world. 


In Germany infidelity and evolution 
were called rationalism. Every Ger- 
man university was given over almost 
wholly to this theory, and not only 
did the German student life become 
riotous and disorderly, but the whole 
nation became obsessed with the idea 
of the theory of the “Superman,” or 
the great law of the survival of the 
fittest, and with this idea embodied, 
the idea that they would survive be- 
cause they were the fittest, because 
they were the “Supermen,” they en- 
tered into conflict with the whole 
world. And with goose step gait and 
with goose step king they came, 
they saw, and they left. Today there 
has come about a change in the think- 
ing of some of the German colleges, 
and the Bible has been reinstated in 
the place where Luther enthroned it. 

Every student of history knows too 
well e influence of infidelity in 
France. It had its age of reason. 
Every possible effort was made to de- 
stroy the Bible and dethrone Christ. 
Voltaire predicted that at the end of 
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one hell, with the nations that forge 

I wonder whether you have noticed 
the fruits of modernism and unbeiief 
in our own beloved country. In less 
than forty-five years it has assassinat- 
ed three rresidents—Lincoln, Garfield, 
McKiniey. It was responsibie for the 
awfu: tragedy at the Hay Market 
Theatre in Chicago, where, without 
a moment's warning, innocent men, 
women and children were blown into 
eternity. It-is poisoning the minds 
of the boys and girls of America with 
its biology and zoology, with its ob- 
scene pictures and vuigar literature, 
and we have reaped the fruits in the 
Leopold-Loeb tragedy in that same 
city. Infidelity stities all benevolence 
upon the part of its adherents and 
teaches them to eat, drink and be 
merry for tomorrow we die. No one 
can point to a benevolent institution 
that has been founded and fostered 
by any form of unbelief. It has never 
so much as lifted the tip of its finger 
to bring a heathen nation out of its 
ignorance and superstition into the 
light of civilization. It causes men 
to live for self and for the gratifica- 
tion of appetite and passion. It pre- 
pares for no future, and recognizes 
none. Upon its tombstones it in- 
scribes, “Gone to join the great ma- 
jority,” or else, “Here lies all that 
is left of so and so. He is through.” 
It would have us believe that death 
ends all—that it is a leap into the 
dark. Over the graves of our be- 
loved it would write, “ne plus ultra— 
no more beyond.” Thus it robs life 
of its divinest meaning and enshrouds 
death with the very blackness of de- 
spair.
